1 . The proposed amendment would broaden claims requiring that other art be 
considered. For example in claim 49, as currently pending, it is understood that the 
wing is required to be in a fixed position within the duct such that the first end is 
upstream and the second end downstream with respected to a direction of flow the duct. 
The proposed language "configured to be positioned" is open to a wing capable of being 
oriented or reoriented to the recited position. For example, a hypothetical wing might be 
positioned in a first orientation (for example with first and second ends equally upstream 
or downstream in the duct), but capable of being moved to another orientation where 
the second end is downstream of the first end.
